Queer Incident of the Return of Two Shin-
plasters to a Memphis Man,

Ex-Chancellor Woods Speaks on the
Western University Donations.

THE FIRST PRESIDENTAL STRAW.

Smoke Consumption Still a Live Issue in
This Section,

WHAT READERS ARE INQUIRING ABOUT

To the Editor of The Dispatch:

When the Chancellor of the Western
University stated that Pittsburg, outside of
Mr. Willinm Thaw’s donations, had given

" but §80,000 to that institution in 72 years,

and when he reflected on all his predeces-
sors, I was wholly averse to making any re-
ply or to submitting to an interview. In-
stead, T advised the reporter to go tothe
Secretary of the institution and get the
figures from the books so far as the books
have them, He was unable to obtain any
information from this source, and even
these records do not contsin all that has
been given.

The alumni and many friends urged me o
make a statement of the facts. The people
of Pittsburg have an interest in this ques-
tion. Their interest in education and their
liberality are involved, Pittsburg, justly,
is regarded as o liberal city. To objects
that she is satisfied are worthy and will sue-
ceed, she gives most generously. Thirty-
two years ago Pittsburg was a difterent city
#s to populstion and wealth from what it is
to-day. TheWestern University was simply
a school of 31 boys with two professors,
without books and almost wholly destitute
of everrthing constituting a university.
The faculty paid all the expenses, receiving
only meager tuition for many years. Noth-
ing, so far as I know, had ever heen given
to it, except by the State. anda of
that, it was stated, had been lost through
neglect. To raise money for such a school
was not an easy opergtion. People give to
great objects and objects that promise sue-
cess, The Western University was mnot
such an object at that time. It should be
added that to any institution, books, appa-
tus, natural curiosities and works of art are
necessary, and are thankfully received and
eredited as donntions. The eontinuous and
lange donntions of Mr. Willlam Thaw to the
University should go to the credit of Pitts-
burﬂ. He was ber honored citizen, I first
enlisted his enterest. It may tlso be added
that the value of the 11 acres of land, dwell-

Tt was
evident the grave had filled with
water and had frozen, The ice was trans-
parent, and the deud man in the bottom of
the grave was plainly visible, and the body
was in a8 good astute of preservation as if
he had died but vesterday, though there ean
be but little doubt that he committed sui-
cide last fall, about the time cold weather
set in. The water in the grave must have
frozen very soon afterward and never
thawed since. Under a bowlder near by was
found this:

“My name is Dave Menear. I have lived
like a devil. T will die like a man, and be
d—d like a devil. November 20.""
